The Marquise de Maleissye, now 
living at the Chateau Hermitage, 
Monte Carlo, was born in New York, 
and is 57 years old. She is the daugh- 
ter of the late Clarence L. Collins, a 
wealthy dry goods merchant of New 
York, an 
whose mother was one of the daugh- 
ters of Commodore Vanderbilt. 

Her first husband was Reschid Bey, 
Count Czaykowski, who was Secre- 
tary of the Turkish Legation at The 
Hague. They first met in St. Peters- 
burg, where the young American wo- 
man had gone at special invitation of 
the Dowager Empress of Russia. In 
1904 she obtained a. divorce. from

President Cleveland always: con- 
tended that Congress could; not de- 
prive him of the benefit of the Con- 
stitutional ten‘ days’ period for con- 
sideration. He maintained that ifa 
mid-term session of Congress was ad- 
journed before he had a bill in his 
Rete an for ten days, he could sign 

after adjournment, but before the 
ten days had elapsed. 

President Wilson once signed a bill 
after a mid-term adjournment and 
Attorney General Palmer held that 
he was within his rights in doing so. 
No question: of the constitutionality 
of Wilson’s act ever was raised. 

President Coolidge apparently does 
not ‘like the Muscle Shoals bill. It 
smacks too much of the Government, 
in-business slant to which he is op- 
: Besides, it contains a pro- 
nding $35,000,000 for 
buildin: er -power-plant dam at 
Cove Peony a long distance from 
Muscle Shoals. 

The President said today to those

Showing of Manuscript. 


Dr. A. 8S. W. Rosenbach, manu- 
script and book collector, returned 
ing on. the White.

Majestic after spending $2,000,000 in 
urchases of rare works in Europe, 
neluding the $77,000 for the manu- 

script of *“‘Alice in Wonderland,”’ by 
Lewis Carroll, which he paid "Mrs. 
Alice Hargreaves. This manuscript 
had been sent over ahead and was 
to be on view at his shop, 273 Madi- 
son Avenue, at 3 P. M. yesterday, 
Dr. Rosenbach said, when he ex- 
pected to have been there to open it. 

But the Majestic, delayed by fog 
and tide, did not make fast at her 
st until past 3 o’clock, .o the plac- 

ng of the valuable manuscript on 
view was delayed until Dr. Rosen- 
bach could reach his bookshop. 

“The British Museum,’ he said, 

‘made every effort to purchase the 
‘Alice in Wonderland’ manuscript, 
but the sentiment was that the fi- 
nancial situation in England, and the 
strong sense of economy which is 
manifest in the country, would make 
such an expenditure seem one of 
extravagance. For this reason the

Dr.. Rosenbach said he went. to 
Europe in March and visited Eng- 
land, France, Ireland, Austria and 
Germany. One of the unusual objects 
he acqu red at a cost of $52,500 was

own handwriting, in -sixteen small 
volumes, dating from -1650 -to' 1670. 

In one of these books Dr. Ward 
wrote that Shakespeare had died 
from heavy drinking. Another valu- 
able acauisition, the collector said, 
was a map of America in 1582, show- 
ing an excellent outline of what was 
then known as Virginia. 

Dr. Rosenbach, while in England, 
picked up a number of Washington 
and Lincoln letters which had never 
been away from that country since 
their arrival. 

“I also discovered and purchased 
a number of rare Keats and Shelley 
letters, and some by Thackeray and 
Dickens, ”* Dr. Rosenbach declared. 

In Franée he purchased Rousseau’s 
*‘Nouvelle Heloise,’’ but later sur- 
rendered it ‘for $11,000 to a. French 
banker who wished the manuscript 
to remain in France.

of Industrial Hygiene.

Prompt action to ‘eep down the 
mortality rate. from. silicosis, a dis- 
ease contracted from breathing rock 
dust, was taken yesterday officially 
by two. city departments. Health 
Commissioner Harris. announced that 
he would prosecute on charges of 
violating the Sanitary Code ‘any con- 
tractors who used pneumatiz rock 
drills without furnishing a device 
to moisten’ the. dust...The Board 
of Transportation announced that 
masks and hose dines to~ moisten 
reck dust would be furnished by 
contractors ‘to the: workers..in the 
hev7 subways. 

Interes* in the working conditions 
of rock. drillers was stimulated yes- 
térday following publication of the 
statement of Thomas T. Curtis of 
the Tunnel and Subway. Construc- 
tors’ Union that seventy-five subway 
—— were doomed to die of sili- 
cosis 

The New York. Tuberculosis and 
Health Association announced that 
it has had under way for several 
months of study of*silicosis, in coop- 
eration with the Industrial Hygiene 
Clinic of the Medical School of Co- 
lumbia University. 


Will Furnish Masks to Men. 


The. rock-dust menace . was, dis- 
cussed at a meeting | of officials of 
the Board of Transportation, includ- 
ing Chairman-John H. Delaney, Dep- 
uty Chief Engineer John R. Slattery,: 
Dr.. Edward Levy, the board’s medi- 
cal adviser, and several subway con- 
tractors. Later it was announced 
that masks and water would be fur- 
nished: to the subway’ rock drillers. 
The contractors, it was said, agreed 
to furnish the necessary equipment 
if the men would use it. 

Commissioner Harris. pointed out 
that. the Health Department, under 
Section’ 337 of. the Sanitary. Code, is 
empowered: to abate’ any menace to 
health in industry. The section was 
enacted many years ago. when Dr. 
Harris .was chief of. the Division of 
Industrial Hygiene and at which 
time he made a revort to: the Stone 
Cutters’ Union on the danger of rock- 
dust inhalation from’ methods of 
“surfacing”? then in use. 

“IT am reviving the ge of In- 
dustrial Hygierie,’” said Dr. Harris. 
‘‘At the present time we have but 
four men to‘cover all the industries 
of the city. I will be glad to coop- 
erate again’ with labor in enforcing 
conditions in industry that will safe- 
guard health. 

Alluding to the inadequate force of 
inspectors, “Dr. Harris said “it was 
impossible adequately ‘‘to protect the 
health of workmen from ‘industrial 
hazards with a corporal’s guard when 
a battalion is needed.’’ 


Harris Promises Prompt Action.; 

‘Dr. Harris said he would act 
promptly on ‘cases of violation of the 
law when they were called to his at- 
tention.

of the last days of Edith Cavell, was 
presented iast: night after ‘the elimi- 
mation of some of the features to 
which objection had been made, at 
the Times Square Theatre before a 
heterogeneous gathering. It was re- 
ceived with intense silence until the 
last scene faded from the screen and 
the house lights were switched on. 
Then there was a“mild, but brief out- 
burst of applause. 

Whether it. is expedient. to exhibit 
the production in this country is a 
matter for consideration in other col- 
umns. This review is concerned only 


with the quality of the picture, 
whieh, while it is superbly acted by 
Sybil ‘Thorndike, who impersonates 
the heroic nurse,. can hardly be 
classed either as diversion or enter- 
tainment.

children in their cots’ and playing 
soldiers. Soon’ comes the gloom of 
war. There are escaping prisoners, 
* one of whom had‘shot a sentry. Miss 
Cavell herself is supposed to haye 
suggested. how the young man can 
escape. He is to steal out ‘when 
Mme. Bodart has signaled that no 
German soldiers are about. ' Miss 
‘ Cavell writes out a postcard for the 
Son ih to mail after ‘he is ‘out of 
gium.

eral, von Saubersweig, ven to 
understand that some n Brus- 
sels is aiding military prisoners to 
escape.

The soldiers go from:corner to cor- 
ner, then-suddenly one perceives one 
of the escaped prisoners: sneeze.- The 
sound.-is half-stifled by one of .the 
other men. 

It is through aiding an escaped 
aviator. that, in this: narrative, Miss 
Cavell is arrested, eventually con- 
vieted and senteneed’ to-death. . The 
sympathy of some of the German 
addlere with Miss Cavell is told. 

In the execution ‘chapter; the:scene 
depicting the officer shooting a sol- 
dier because the private refused to 
raise his rifle at Miss Cavell has 
been excludéd: ‘This private is, how- 
ever, portrayed refusing to obey the 
order to fire. ..The last,flash shows 
Miss Cavell’s grave. In the picture 
as it was shown;in England there 
was also the grave of the soldier,.a 
few yards from. that of .Miss Cavell. 
but this also has. been. eliminated. 

Herbert Wilcox, producer of this 
film, was responsible. for the pic- 
turization of ‘* adame. Pompadour’’ 
and ‘‘Nell Gwynn,’’ two productions 
which assuredly were made with an 
' eye to the financial angle. Mr. Wil- 
cox, undoubtedly aided by: Miss 
Thorndike, has done a far better 
piece: of work in ‘‘Dawn.” He suc- 
ceeds in impressing upon. one the 
stealth of the activities, the hush 
necessary at times and the awesome 
coming when a heavy military foet- 
fall was heard. Mr. Wilcox has also 
elicited comaperenk performances from 
all of his players. and the scenes in 
the court and those in the hospital, 
although seldom especially well pho- 
tographed, are cleverly arranged.

Frank Gilimore’ Says There’s No 
Disagreement Over Alien Actors. 


‘Frank Gillmore, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, denied last night published re- 
ports that he had defied the wishes 
President: of 
Equity, in the action taken by the 
association against alien actors at its 
meeting on Monday and that.there 
had béen a disagréement between 
him and Mr. Emerson. ' However, 
Mr. Gillmore: did admit that Mr. 
Emerson, who is now in Europe, had 
cabled him before. Monday’s meet- 
ing to request that Equity modify or 
rescind, if: possible,: its rulings 
against actors from abroad. 

Mr. Gillmore said that before the 
Equity meeting in March which first 
passed the resolutions for restriction 
of the employment of foreign actors, 
Mr. Emerson had approved the plan, 
as outlined; but had urged that no 
more drastic measures be taken for 
the time being. -During the two 
months that elapsed between this 
meeting and the one on Monday Mr. 
Emerson, according to Mr. Gillmore, 
changed his mind. 

Replying to the Equity President’s 
cable, Mr. Gillmore’ said that he was 
for the restrictions. He asserted last 
night, that, despite this . difference 
over a matter of policy, he and Mr. 
Emerson were on the friendliest of 
terms, and that their exchange of 
messages had been most cordial. Mr, 
Gillmore said the highest tribute had 
been paid to Mr. Emerson at the 
Monday meeting, when he was re- 
elected President.

How the draw was reached 
is unknown, for the ballots are not 
revealed. It is to be explained, how- 
ever, only on the theory that Glick, 
the better boxer and sharper punch- 
er, was penalized for fouls which 


drew several warnings from Referee 
Donovan. 


Both Mix Enthusiastically. 


It was a torrid battle in which 
neither asked nor gave quarter, nor 
did the boys pay any particular at- 
tention to the rules or ethics of the 
game. Glick was warned for illegal 
punching and so ‘was Duane as the 
lads milled enthusiastically and gave 
the crowd exciting exchanges. 

It appeared, however, that Glick 
won by a margin of six rounds to 
four. The Brooklyn boxer was en- 
titled to the first and second rounds, 
the sixth and also the eighth, ninth 
and . tenth sessions, in which he 
launched a closing rally, landing 
many punishing blows on his foe. 

Duane won the third, fourth and 
fifth rounds and the seventh because 
he stood up valiantly under Glick’s 
hammering and out-fought the Brook- 
lynite in these four sessions.

Paavo Nurmi again? looms 
as nemesis to the runner of any 
other nation who would aspire to 
this’ victory ‘at Amsterdam. 


Nurmi won in 1924 in 14:31 2-10, 


which is only slightly slower than 
his own world’s record of 14:28 2-10 
made in 1924. A recent announce- 
ment from the other side states’ that 
Nurmi again will be-a starter in: this 
race. Ranged alongside of Nurmi 
will be Willie Ritola, well known in 
this country, who will compéte: for 
Finland.as ‘in the vast. A‘guess that 
Nurmi :and’ Ritola’ will- finish one, 
two, as they did at Paris in the last 


Olympic- meeting,: would not be far 
wrong. 

Edvin Wide of, Sweden probably 
will enter this race and he -has an 
excellent chance of defeating both 
the Finns. . Wide has taken Nurmi’s 
measure before and may do it again.

Wide at Top of Form. 


Wide is the world’s record: holder 
at 2,000 meters, and has run«races 
close to world’s time at greater dis- 
tances. He is at the top of his form 
and is an improved~runner since 
1924.

Garden when he visitedhere and his 
rather indifferent showing at other 
places in this country is no cause for 
optimism.

In a statement.given to the Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency, the Comzet, 
an: agency of the Russian Commu- 
nist Party which has made Jewish 
land, settlement..its principal con- 
cern, announces the expansion of its 
program to include relief for Jew- 


jish artisans through the- ‘establish-

In the old days of dairy lunches 
the white enameled and tiled restau- 
rant with white-topped tables’ was 
considered the apotheosis of cleanli- 
ness and up-to-dateness. Waitresses 
were of necessity white-clad. But; 
if the Central States have not aban- 
doned this fashion in restaurants, 
New York certainly has changed 
greatly since those days.

In the last issue of the English 
Who’s Who it is recorded that Mr. 
Beresford, while. representing The 
Central News in the South African 
War, was the first man to enter 
Kimberley, being four hours ahead 
of General French, and that he noti- 
fied Cecil Rhodes of the approach of 
a relief force. A brilliant performer 
in every game he took up, Mr. Beres- 
ford played cricket for Middlesex, ice 
hockey for Old Niagara, an unbeaten 
team, and on the All-England ice 
hockey team of 1897-98. He held the 
Monte Carlo world’s trap-shooting 
title from 1901 to 1904, and at San 
Sebastian, Spain, he won the inter- 
national championship as a repre- 
sentative of Ireland.

CONFIRMED IN MONTREAL 


Steps Toward Mergers to Stabilize 
Prices Indicated as Various Con- 
cerns Sell Below Schedule. 


Wireless to Tam New YorK Trius. 
LONDON, May 29.—The Newsprint 
Export Association of Canada -has 
been dissolved, according to The 
Daily Express. Price Brothers & 
Co., one of the largest producers, 
it says, have given -notice of with- 
drawal from the association, which 
regulates the price of newsprint, and 
of their intention to sell next year’s 


output of their mills on their own 
terms. : 


This development, according to The 
Daily Express, is bound. to result in 
a break in newsprint prices and a 
fight to the finish among the pro- 
ducers. It is also held to mean that 
only.the fittest companies. will sur- 
vive-the ordeal through which the in- 
dustry must pass and that several 
smaller mills undoubtedly will have 
to close down. 


Reflected in-Drop of Shares. 


Regarding the situation The Daily 
Express says: 

“It confirms the view expressed 
here last week that the prices of 
newsprint shares were too high and 
that intending purchasers would be 
well advised to wait. In anticipation 
of this development, the shares of 
several leading Canadian companies 
have fallen considerably during the 
pest week, The movement is likely 
oO further and will also be re- 
flected in the shares listed on the 
London market.” 

The leading -Canadian companies 
in the Newsprint Export Association 
are the Abitibi Power and Paper 
Company,. the Brompton Ping 2 and 
Paper Company, the Canada Power 
and Paper Company, the Port Alfred 
Pu and Paper Company, Price 
Brothers & Co. and the Wayagamack 
Pulp and Paper Company.

Banks’ Growth Sets Record. .. 

Increase :in.capital by two of the 
largest trust companies in New York 
within two days has drawn sharp 
attention to the enormous expansion 
in banking that has taken place here 
in the last: year.

BLAMED FOR COTTON CRASH 


Agriculture Bureau Held at Fault 
_by Senators for 1927 Stump. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (®).—Direct 
responsibility for the cotton market 
collapse in 1927 that cost American 
cotton growers losses estimated at 
from. $300,000,000 to $400,000,000. is 
placed on the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, Department of Agricul- 
ture, in a preliminary report filed 
with the Senate today by the agricul- 
ture subcommittee which spent three 
months investigating the subject. 

‘A downward trend prediction issued 
by the bureau on Sept. 15 and the 
estimate of cotton carry-over for the 
year, which the subcommittee finds 
to have been probably as high as 
800,000 bales overestimated, were the 
chief: factors in precipitating the de- 
cline, the committee found. 

Its-report specifically. denied, how- 
ever, that the committee was charg- 
ing “any sinister motive’’ prompting 
issuance of these official fe tements. 

Senator Heflin, Alabama, joined his 
colleagues of the subcommittee ex- 
sort as to the lack of sinister mo- 

Senator Smith of South Carolina, 
subcommittee Chairman, informed 
the Senate that the investigation 
would be continued during the Sum- 
mer recess with the expectation that 
corrective legislation could be formu- 
lated and enacted early in the Win- 
ter session of Congress.

Liverpool Reopens After. Thres-Day

Following the sharp setback in lat? 
trading Monday, the cotton market 
steadied and made a slight recovery 
yesterday.: Under a limited volume 
of business, due in. part to the ap- 
proaching holiday and in part to a 
continuation of more. satisfactory 
growing weather. prices held within 
harrow limits and ended unchan os 
to a loss of 3 points on the day.

The Liverpool Exchange reopened 
after a three-day holiday with quota- 
tions virtually © unchanged from 
Thursday’s close. During the inter- 
val prices on this side had recovered 
one-half cent .and buying later in 
the day caused an improvement of 
about one-quarter of a cent in the 
foreign market. Month-end calling 
by spinners influenced the course of 
Liverpool and private reports of 
showers in sections where moisture 
is not needed steadied all Pa con- 
tract markets during the day. 

Covering of cotton sold when Octo- 
ber advanced toward the 21-cent level 
the preceding day and predictions 
of local thunder showers in Eastern 
States maintained the October deliv- 
ery between 20.70 and 20.80 during 
the greater part of the session. An 
early upturn to 20.83 served to widen 
the October premium over July to 17 
points, the widest spread thus far 
this season.

FOUR OTHERS. ARE LOWER 


That Bull Company, Operating the 
Line, Made No Offer Causes 
Surprise. Here.

WASHINGTON, May © 29.— The 
highest offer yet made for Govern- 
ment-owned freight steamers was re- 
ceived by the Shipping Board from 
the Barber Steamship Lines of New 
York for the American West African 
Line when bids for that line were 
opened today. 

The Barber Company bid $2;263,- 
506. for the line, its ten ships and 
floating equipment, The offer. was 
at the rate of $27.15 per deadweight 
ton. The ships are of steel construc- 
tion, averaging 8,000 tons, and the 
floating equipment. includes three 
gas tugs, five ship launches, eight 
lighters and fifty-five surf boats. The 
bid of the Barber Company for this 
floating equipment was $27,650. 

Five bids were received, the others 
being: 

Roosevelt Steamship Company, 
New York, $1,861,200 for ten ships 
and $20,001 for floating equipment. 

Clegg. Shipowning Corporation, 
New York, $1,748,838 for ships and 
$50,000 for~ floating equipment. 

American South African Line, New 
York, $1,178,576 for ships and $46,- 
096 for floating equipment. 

W. F.. Kenny of New York, $1,111,- 
752 for ships and $39,166 for floating 
equipment. 

Line Maintains Two Services. 


All bids were referred to the Mer- 
chant Fleet Corporation for analy- 
sis and recommendation, after 
which the board will accept the one 
considered most advantageous, or re- 
ject all as inadequate. 

The American West African Line 
has two cargo services, one operat- 
ing from New York and the other 
from the Gulf to the west coast of 
Africa. In: the New York service 
the purchaser is to guarantee to 
maintain twelve’ tound voyages an- 
nually, which aré about 14,000 miles 


= each, for a period of five years. 


In the Gulf service four round voy- 
ages will be made each year. Pay- 
ment of the purchase price will be 


93;0n the basis of 25 per cent. down 


and the balance over a period of 
seven and a half years. Ten per 
cent. of the down payment of each 
offer accompanied the bids. 


Operating Company Failed to Bid. 


The failure of A. H. Bull & Co., 
operators for the Government of the 
American West African Line, to sub- 
mit a bid for the. ten steamships and 
floating equipment of the line sur- 
prised shipping observers in New 
York when details of the bids which 
were opened yesterday by the Ship- 
ping Board were learned. The ser- 
vice has been profitable and it was 
expected that the Bull Company 
would be among the high bidders. 

“The relatively low bid of the Amer- 
ican South African Line, known as 
the Farrell group, also caused com- 
ment. This line was bought from 
the Government while being oper- 
ated by the Bull Company, and 
James A. Farrell Jr., son of the 
President of the United States Steel 
Corporation, is President. It was 
expected that the bid of this group 
would be among the highest. The 
Roosevelt SteAmship Company was 
known to be anxious to get the West 
African Line and feared only the bid 
of the Farrell a group 

The fact that a new high mark 
for Government-owned ships was 
reached was not unexpected, ob- 
servers having predicted that record 
prices would be offered.
